UNO is already taking steps to achieve 
these goals, Aluminumecans fromeightbuild- 
ings are recycled by an off-campus vendor.

Tim Fitzgerald, manager ofnews services 
in University Relations, sald recycling on 
campus has just begun.

Shelley's “Frankenstein.” It’s unfortunate Hollywood got its 
fingersonto this book, because Frankenstein's monster, contrary 
to movie-goers belicfs, is not a monster. Nor is be bumbling or 
stupid or unkind. He is, on the other hand, a romantic, and only 
became the creature people feared when they first turned their 
backs on him. 

Stephen Kingis onc of my favorite authors, and there are two 
books I'd recommend, The first is “The Stand," a huge novel 
which goes into life after a plague has wiped out most of 
humanity, [caving only two camps, one good and the other evil, 
tobatile between themselves. The other is the Dark Tower series, 
beginning with “The Dark Tower,” then “The Drawing of the 
Three,” and coding (co far) with ‘The Waste Lands.” The series 
Gescribes the quest of Roland, the Last Gunslinger, and his quest 
for the Dark Tower, The problem is, he may never reach it. 

Science fiction, borror and fantasy may be all and good, but 
there are many other wonderful tales that will cause you to sce 
things as you've never before. “The Sound and the Fury” by 
William Faulkner is a classic, as is “A Separate Peace” by John 
Knowles. For ataste of the African tribal scene and civilization’s 
encroachment on it, there is Chinua Achebe’s “Things Fall 
Apan.” For the person who wants an extraordinary and difficult 
book, I'd say read Fyodor Dostoyevsky’s “The Brothers 
Karamazov.” 


Sick of romance and want a taste of the baudy? Try John 
Cieland’s “Memoirs of Fanny Hill.” For alot of meaning and 
parody, cy LewisCarolf’s“Alice’sAd, aturesin Wonderland” 
and “Through the Looking Glass." Tot itoff, what I consider 
the Best American novel written, Raph Ellison’s “Invisible 
Man.” Believe me, Pve read plenty ef books, and 1 would 
consider Mr. Ellison’s among the very best. 

Thescaresomeofthebooks I’ vereadandrecommendtothose 
wanting toexpand their minds, Therearemany otherslikethem, 
andif youhaveachance, stop by the librasy and look for yourself. 
With effort, many of these will takeno more than a week torcad, 

Ibopethatl veinfluenced yousomewhatlikelbopetodowith 
my son.

Harry Duncan names Johannes Guttenberg,

“My (graduate) school closed because of the 
war,” Duncan, 77, explains, “I was rated 4F so 
Istayedon with hand printing. [thought I contd 
make a miltion dollars printing books — that 
was foolish — but I’ve been at it ever since.” 

Duncan came to UNO in 1977. In tow were 
the tools of his wade: packs of fresh paper, 
bottles of ink, drawers of metal slivers, a proof 
press, weadic press, amotorized hand press and 
@ cast-iron hand press. Duncan is one of few 
printers still hand printing books. 

“I's a very challenging fob,” Duncan says, 
as his blue cycs squint behind bis thick glasses 
searching forany mistakes inthe type.“You get 
ataste for it. I ty to doa better job cach time.”

A window, according to 
Duncan, is a luxury he hasn't had very often. 

“The first place I was in (at UNO) was the 
Cicaringhousc —-in the basement with nowin- 
dows,’ Duncan says, “From there we moved to 
Annex 22 with no windows, Then I was in the 
basement of the Library. I've been working in 
basements so long, I'm used to artificial tight. 
But it’s nice to have daylight, especially for 
color ink,” 

Although Duncan still works on campus, he 
is not a member of UNO"'s staff due to the 
mandatory retirement law. However, UNO Icts 
him use the room for his business. 

“?’m lucky they give me a place to work,” 
Duncan says. 

Buncan arrives at UNO at 8 a.m. to begin 
setting thetype fortheday’s work, Currently, he 
is printing a book of poems foranun who lives 
in Buffato, N.Y.

Duncan admits his reputation has given him 
more work than he is capable of compicting.

fn preparing the sorts for the press, Duncan 
lincsthemupbackwardsonametal slugresting 
onacomposing stick. Thecomposingstickissct 
at the number of pieas allowed on the type line 
and the slug (a flat piece of metal) enables 
Duncan to pick up the sorts as a group. 

Once the type lines are arranged, he takes 
them tohis motorized hand press, “Motorized” 
only for the actual printing, the type is still Laid 
manually. He places the type tines into their 
positions in the “galley” (printing plates). Not 
onlydocs Dimean proofread for spelling errors, 
he makes sure spaces are insested correctly. 

“Pm constantly checking,” Duncan says, 
looking over the backward type. “Time comes 
hart you can read this just as well as ordinary 
prin ” 

For all the time and effort Duncan puts into 
his work, he docsn’t do it to make money. 
Indeed, he makes so little he isn’t able to report 
itas earnings to the IRS. . 

“Many libraries don’t collectmy books any- 
morebecauscofmoncy restrictions, soit’s hard 
to sell my books and find places to review 
them,” Duncan says, “But it’s important to get 
them sold because it givesmethe money tobuy 
the paper for the next book. I don’t pay myself 
anything; this is a corporation not-for-profit, 1 
don’tchargethoauthor becausethey’vealready 
done the labor of writing it, sol getaroyalty on 
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ting salary of $6.50 per hour plus $1.00 per 
| hour tuition assistance after 30 days for students working the 
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| Roadway Package System, Inc., also employs students as 
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Harry Duncan has printed books by hand at UNO for more than 25 years. 


Even though many of his books are mostly 
text, occasionally he'll include illustrations, 

“Pvedonealotofillustrated books, Duncan 
says, leafing through a cupboard full of books 
he’s printed. “It’s a happy coincidence if I can 
finda gotartist todo illustrations, But illustra- 
tions are modest because I don’t belleve they 
should steal thunder from the text.” 

Duncan believes theartof printing, invented 
by Guttenberg in the 1400s, should continue to 
be passed down from teacher to pupil. 

“T couldn’t find anyone printing by hand to 
teach mehowsol had to teach myself,” Duncan 
says. ““That’s not a way to [cam a craft; you 
should have amaster there to teach you.” 

At the present ime, Duncan doesn’t have a 


student workerto teach the sopes, although he 
hopes that will change socn. 

“? wish I could find a good apprentice; I'd 
like that alot. Then he or she could keep things 
going when Iam not well.” 

Standing between his motorized press and 
his cast-iron hand press, Duncan criticizes the 
new printing technology. 

“T have a prejudice against computer-print 
type,” Duncan says, putting ahand on his press 
and the other on the black-stained bottle of ink. 
“T’satechnologycompletelyopposedte what's 
going on now. Hand printing and fine printing, 
the book arts, are becoming more popular these 
days. Thisis the way Licamed howand I'l keep 
on doing it.”

The network's hosts were in a plywood room on a 
trailer parked on a hill oveslooking the floor of the 
stadium. They would transition tohasts suchas comedian 
Yakov Smimoff, actor Lou Diamond Phillips and Iowa's 
celebrity representatives Tom and Roseanne Arnold, 
who would introduce the bands live on stage.

Bryan Adams finished his world tour at Farm Aid. 
According to the singer, he and his band had been touring 
foralmost two years. They played an extended set of four 
songs ending with “Never Be Another Tonight” which 
was not televised. 

Meanwhile, Starr and his band gave a brief press 
conference with a local farm family. 

“This is not a Ringo Starr press conference,” the 
drummer stated and urged reporters to stick with cause 
related questions. When asked if be thought the farm 
plight would end scon, Starr replied, “I honestly believe 
there'll be another Farm Aid and that’s the pity.” 

Country legend Johnny Cash sang a song before 
bringing out Nelson, Waylon Jennings and Chris 
Christofferson to complete the Highwaymen. John 
Mellencamp traded the headlining spot with Neil Young 
at the last minute, so he and his band got the crowd on its 
feet with three songs before Young took the stage. 

The guitarist was a man on a mission with an apoca- 
lyptic acoustic set. Beginning with “Mother Earth” from 
“Ragred Glory,” he followed with his classic “Helpless” 


On piano. The theme of tragedy and desperation ran 
deep. 

“I thought the peopte from the government were 
going to be here in force,” he stated fram the stage 
before bringing Nelson out to finish the set with a 
new song called “A Country That Don’t Need Farm 
Aid” and “From Hank To Hendrix.” 

There was another lull and the stadium, which 
wasnever full tocapacity, began tocmpty out. After 
TNN ran some interviews, Nelson came back out 
andsanghisetassic “Whiskey River” and “Will The 
Circle Be Unbroken.” He was joined by Tom and 
Roseanne, Roger Clinton, Arlo Guthesie and the 
Native American dancers who began the show, 

While Farm Aid Vi was successful in raising 
funds for its cause, the question arises, was it 
successful in catching America’s attention? With 
the plight of the farmer a news agenda of the ’80s, 
Nelson and the others will have to wark harder in 
the future to get the attention for the Farm Aid I 
enjoyed.
